great many*killed. 


'The French Army o£ the Rhine 


about the 8th of October defeated the 
Austriana with the loss of 3,000 killed 
and wounded. Their loss was 1,000 


" Two Spanish frigates bound from 


;he Havanna, having on board upwards 
of three millions and a halt dollars, be- 
sides merchandise, were taken ou the 
16lh of October by four British frigates 
and safely carried into Plymouth. 


"The British frigate Lutiiie, of 39 


guns, was lost on, the 9th of October 
on the banks of the outer Fly Island 
Passage. She had on board nearly half 
a million, 200,000?, was insured and was 
bound for the Texie. She was to have 
proceeded to Hamburgh to clear the 
commercial failures in that city. The 


ew perished except two." 
The paper does not contain a line of 


local news except the list of letters re- 
maining in the post office at Kington, 
January 1st, 1800, which is signed by J. 


Elmendorf, who, doubtless, was 


postmaster.
